I*et  me  say  that  Baptists  have  no  “creed” 
xeept  the  Bible.  There  is  no  “rule  of  faith 
nd  practice”  arom  g ns  except  the  word  of 
>d.  Each  one  nay  interpret  a doctrine 

fhe  wills,  therefore  there  is  great1  breadth 
opinion  on  these  (deep  truth*,  I bnv'1  not 
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a word  of  censu're  for  those  who  believe  the 
doctrine  as  stated  above,  but  I cannot  be 
lieve  it.  As  I see  it.  it  makes  God,  by  pre- 
vious derision,  fix  the  damnation  of  all 
those  lie  “left  to  act  in  their  sin  to  their 
just  condemnation’'  who.  “not  tiring  ef- 
fectually drawn  by  the  Father,  neither  will 
nor  can  truly  e.une  to  Christ,  and  therefore 
eannot  be  saved.”  If  they  cannot  come,  and 
cannot  be  saved,  the  poor  things  just  have 
to  be  damned.  The  thought  is  too  awful 
to  me.  I eannot  believe  my  God  did  any 
such  thing. 

The  Rebuker. 

A brother  seems  to  have  become  disturbed 
because  I stated  under  this  beading  that  the 
preacher  who  uses  the  mixed  congregation 
to  rebuke  the  weak  and  erring  church  mem- 
bers, who  have  not  been  condemned  by  the 
church,  is  not  worthy  of  the  place;  and 
wants  to  know  a better  way. 

I think  I can  make  that  plain  in  a few 
worda. 

Do  this  way:  Rebuke  alt  sin  as  such,  as 
God  impresses  your  heart  to  do,  but  don't 
make  thrusting  insinuating  expressions  like 
“some  members,  of  this  church  do  a-i  and 
so.”  Condemn  the  sin,  bnt  don’t  insinuate.' 
Such  insinuations  east  reflection  and  correct 
nothing. 

Then  never  accuse  the  church  before  the 
mixed  assembly.  The  relationship  between 
tire  pastor  and  church  is  representatively 
that  of  a family,  and  he  who  would  publicly 
insinuate  or  charge  his  family  could  not 
expect  people  to  respect  it.  Neither  can  the 
pastor  who  publicly  aeettses  his  church  ex- 
pect it  to  be  respected.  Matters  that  need 
discipline  should  be  first  considered  by  the 
deacons  and  pastor,  and  tly-n  in  church  eon- 
fereiiee-*-not  mixed  conference  —considered 
l>v  the  church.  If  the  pastor,  after  loving 
effort,  feels  that  the  church  is  sinning 
against  God  Itv  not  disciplining  he  can  re- 
sign and  then  publicly  tell  bis  reasons  why, 
but  unless  he  has  determined  to  leave  the. 
to  him,  God-dishonoring  body  self-respect, 
and  respect  for  the  general  cause  of  Christ, 
demands  that  they  “keep  their  differences 
in  the  familf.” 

There  are  two  ways  to  correct. ‘ One  is 
to  “nag”  and  the  other  is  to  “lift  up.”  I 
knew  one  preacher  who  drove  the  entire 
family  of  a deacon  off  bv  bavin**  one  girl 
turned  out  for  dancing,  and  they  were  lost 
to  the  Baptists.  I knew  another  who  took 
eharge  of  a worldly  church  and  by  preach- 
ing the  uplifting  truths  of  G*sl  developed 
the  wljole  body  into  a consecrated,  working, 
soul-winning  body,  and  lost  nqne  Which 
was  best? 

I have  discovered  that  when  I.  myself, 
am  farthest  from  God.  and  religiously  cold- 
est. I am  most  given  to  looking  at 1 the 
faults  nf  others  and  preaching  about  them 
Lift  up.  lift  up:  lift  up!  He  who  quits  a 
wrong  because  rebuked  will  never  make  an 
open  hearted  loving  servant,  blit  he  who  is 
shown  the  better  wsy  and  quits  because  be 
loves  God  is  most  sure  to  be  a eonseerated 
man.

This  is  a tjesson  that  even-1  Baptist  preach- 
er in  Mississippi  ought  to  tilink  over  by  day 
and  by  night. 

It  is  a self-evident  trutlUthat  t lie]  pastor 
holds  the  Hey  to  the  situation.  .If  he 
preaches  anil  gives  to  world-wide  missions 
his  church  gives  to  world-wide  missions 
also-.  If  hti  does  not  givejto  missions  his 
church  doei  not  either.  f If  he  giges  ten 
times  as  much  to  Foreigil  Missions  as  lie 
does  to  Honie  Missions,  his  church  djoes  the 
same.  If  hk>  gives  equally,  to  all  missions, 
bis  church  does  the  same. 

I know  tl)is  to  be  true  foil  I have  tried  it. 
Any  pastor:  that  will  practice  it  fog  three 
years  himself,  can  get  his  ichurch  up  to  the 
point  wherelour  contributions  will  ho  divid- 
ed somewhat  in  proportion  ,tio  the  calls  from 
our  several  Mission  Boards. 

Yesterday  the  Second  church  Jackson 
gave  more  ito  Foreign  Missions,  notwith- 
standing oiir  new  building,  than  ever  be- 
fore. Next  Sunday  (only  a (week  apart)  we 
are  going  tjo  bring  our  Home  Mission. col- 
lection righj  close  up  to  Foreign  Missions. 
And  in  June  we  are  going  to  see  our  flag 
to  the  top  oh  State.  Missions.
